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Remarks 

Claims 1-34 are currently pending in the subject application and are presently under 
consideration. Claims 1,2, 18, and 28 have been amended as shown on pages 2 to 7 of the 
Submission. Applicants' representative notes the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
overruling of rejection of claims 1-34 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) in view of Rogers. The 
amendments as presented herein define around Carr, et al. as Carr, et al. fails to disclose or 
suggest generating strings based on comparing age information to current dates, as generally 
recited in the amended claims. Thus, rejection of claims 1-34 in view of Carr, et al. should be 
withdrawn. Favorable reconsideration of the subject patent application is respectfully requested 
in view of the amendments herein.
